There was a good deal in the 


haracter of Henry Wilson that im- 
pelled public favor. He was invar- 
ably genial and helpful. 
He was 


wrticularly taking with young men, 
whom he always purposed to notice 
and consult. He seemed apart from 
he educated and cultured classes, 
who made him feel that he was de- 
icient in acquirements, and hence 
ic drew to himself those who were 
limilarly deprived. He had a warm 
Me for temperance and anti-slavery, 
and never could keep away from 
conventions in these interests, par- 
ticulwly the latter, which he some- 
times addressed, though criticised 
inmereifully immediately after, and 
never losing his good nature. The 
arge and growing shoe and leather 
interest always had a friendly feel- 
ing for him as one of themselves, 
though the shrewdest and hardeat- 
beaded of them thought he was a 
fool to give up his business for poli- 
ties. 
(After the defeat of 1853 he 


he did eaaay a little brogan-making 
again as a boss workman, but with- 
out conspicuous success.) 
He had 


also a happy faculty of discerning 
the real public sentiment of the 
hour, and politicians liked him be- 
cause he candidly imparted to them 
of all sides, his (•onclusiona. It was 
difficult lo lose sight of such a man 
—more difficult ior his friends to 
see him in trouble without striving 
to aid him. He was constant to 
principle, though always to concili- 
ate or coalesce to win victories. On 
one occasion he gave a HI tie party at 
Young's Hotel. The table was set 
with wine glasses.. After a brief 
period, there being no indication of 
the glasses being filled, one of the 
guests, who did not hesitate to 
"moisten his clay" whenever oppor- 
tunity offered, lifted his goblet and 
said archly: "General, why these 
glasses, if nothing is to fill them?" 
Whereupon the General rose at the 
head of the table and said, with 
emotion: "Gentlemen, I suppose 
these glasses were placed on the ta- 
ble after the manner of the house, 
for I did not certainly order them. 
Wliatever there may be under the 
roof ot this building that will min- 
ister to your enjoyment to-night, 
save intoxicating drinks, you are at 
liberty to command, and I shall be 
pleased to respond to the call. At 
the age of 10 years, knowing 
it was to have a drunken father, 1 
resolved never to use, and never to 
provide intoxicating liquors. That 
pledge I have religiously kept, I 
can not depart from it now, even in 
the privacy of this small retired 
gathering. This, gentlemen, is my 
answer to <he suggestion of om 
friend." This was the outcome of a 
•frank, honest nature, and the gener- 
ous reB}>onse whioh followed, even 
fionihim who started the incident, 
showed that it was of the kind that 
one touch "makes the whole world
